Puritan 


THAT the Pilgrim forefathers had many sterling virtues, 
no one can deny. But their grim Calvanistic Protestantism 
was not favorable to theatre. The Church of England 
naturally was more lenient in such matters, and the pre- 
Reformation Catholic Church approved of the Morality and 
Mystery plays. Not so with the Puritans! 

Though the root of Shakespearian drama is Christian, it is 
clear that there is much of Humanism in it, and the “‘new 
learning” did not appeal to the Calvanistic temperament; 
why, what with that Prayer Book, candles & whatnot, those 
Church of England people were practically turning church 
into theatre! They were practically Papists! The ‘meeting 
house’’ was not so, but simple and plain. 

Then there were those ‘‘playhouses’’ all over London, the 
Globe and all the rest! The crowds were disorderly, 
drunken, purse snatchers, whores, and all sorts of riff-raff, 
and the gentry attending the plays weren’t much better. 
And those dissolute actors! There would be no theatres in 
New Salem! 


American theatre wasn’t really to bloom until the 
beginning of the present century, but whether the Puritan 
influence was that great or whether many factors are in- ' 
volved is hard to say. 

It is interesting to know that many Protestant Sunday 
Schools in the 19th century did bible story plays and un- 
doubtedly some Fulcrum readers have been in various 
church pageants, too. The theatre did get to New York & 
Philadelphia later on, and for the most part both theatre 
design and plays were of British origin. Few native 
American plays were written in the colonial period. The 
Melodrama, for the most part, seems to be American in 
origin. 

Yet, the story of the Pilgrims has fascinated Americans 
for generations. Arthur Miller's The Crucible was a

students have to pay for a Yucatan Peninsula in 


colleges nor low costs are 
usually associated with 
studying in foreign coun- 
tries. But Broome Com- 
munity  College’s  In- 
ternational Studies Program 
enabled 51 people from the 
area to take courses out of 
the country last year, and 
the cost in many instances 
was no more than studying in 
such nearby places as 
Cortland or Oneonta. : 
Richard Romano, BCC’s 
coordinator of International 
Studies, made these ob- 
servations in discussing this 
program and its growing 


acceptance in Broome 
County, as well as 
elsewhere. 

He explained, too, that 


BCC is currently accepting

courses abroad in January, 
for semester-length courses 
in the spring term, and for 
courses of varying length 
next summer. 

These courses can be 
taken for credit or not, as the 
student wishes, Prof. 
Romano said. Free flyers 
and more information are 
available by calling BCC at 
772-5094. 

In explaining the 
program‘s emphasis on 
quality at a relatively low 
cost, Romano pointed out 
that a semester of study in 
England, for example, costs 
about $2050. This includes 
transportation, housing, 
food, tuition and $20 a week 
spending money. 

This is no more than

semester at an out-of-town 
college in the United States— 
even at public institutions 
such as the State University 
of New York units, Romano 
said. 

Some of the 51 who par- 
ticipated in BCC’s In- 
ternational Studies Program 
last year were BCC students 
who studied abroad for full 
semesters. But many were 
people in the community who 
took advantage of this 


unique opportunity to study 


in another country. 

Most of the students in- 
volved took their courses 
during the summer. That’s 


when 37 of the 51 people 


studied language and culture 
at the University of Madrid 
in Spain, anthropology on the 


BINGHAMTON, N.Y. 


Mexico, or music and art in 
Vienna in Austria. 

Last January, 11 students 
went to Italy or Paris to 
study language and culture 
(separate groups) or to 
London to study theater. 

Semester length programs 
attracted students either to 
Seville in Spain or to 
College in England. 

Broome Community 
College is part of the College 
Consortium for International 
Studies, which consists of 30 
colleges. Some of them are 
two-year colleges and some 
of them four-year schools. 

Classes are made up of 
students from a number of 
the colleges in the con- 
sortium. In the past year 
about 300 students went to 
Israel to study and another 
100 to England in the entire 
consortium.

splendid production about the Salem Witch Trials 
of the 1690’s, and is theatre at its best. School 
children for generations have been cast in Thanksgiving 
Plays or Skits. The cinema (really in the beginning a “spin 
off’ from the theatre) has adpated such literary 
monuments as Hawthorne’s The Scarlet Letter to the 
screen successfully. Vaudevillians have based sketches on 
the Pilgrim Fathers, and I recall a marionette show about 
the Indians who helped the settlers on that first 
Thanksgiving. The Captain John Smith, Priscilla, & John 
Alden story was also a favorite theme for “School Plays”’, 
the early silent cinema, and comic sketches, and has even 
been used on TV. Carol Burnett, Dick Van Dyke et al could 
have done something with this story. 

One must not judge the Puritans too harshly. To hear the 
great Biblical narrations read with dignity, feeling and skill 
is a dramatic experience; no doubt when the Scriptures 
were read aloud by someone who was skilled, the great 
stories came to life. The magnificent “King James Bible” 
of 1611 was read, and if you have heard a reading from it by 
Alexander Scourby or Orson Wells, you can see that the 
reading of Scripture did a number of positive things 
esthetically for the people. There, every day, the people 
read great English, for the Authorized Bible’s style is grand 
and gracious and moving. What a grand scene would be the 
Garden of Eden on stage! What splendid lines each of the 
four performers have—God, Adam, Eve and the Serpent! If 
the Puritan didn’t have a physical theatre, he at least 
carried great drama with him to Meetings, though, alas, he 
didn’t realize it. 

But if it wasn’t for the Puritans, we wouldn’t have the 
Thanksgiving break and going home to Mom and all that 
great turkey and all those other goodies, so let’s not judge 
them too harshly. We have lots to be thankful for, including 
good theater and plays. 4 


Art at Broome

I had always thought that the art department at B.C.C. 
consisted of only a few drawing and painting courses. 
However, after talking to Mr. Keller, that myth was 
shattered beyond all belief. The art department offers 
studio courses that consist of: Beginning Drawing, Painting 
1,2,3, Printmaking, Sculpture Fundamentals, Life Sculp- 
ture (clay figure sculptures from live models), Ceramic 
Sculpture (wheel tapowing, glazing, kilm firing, pit firing, 
rako firing), Introduction to Design (2 dimensional), 
Design Training (line, form, texture, composition, color 
analysis). They also offer lecture courses which include: 
Art History, Survey of Architecture, Sculpture, Painting 
throughout history from Egypt to modern twentieth cen- 
tury. Oddly enough, with all of these courses offered there 
is still no art major at Broome. Keller feels that this is 
because art is not pushed enough by the advisors. All of 
these courses, which are 2 to3 credit hours, can be taken as 
electives and for students interested in making a career out 
of art, there is a liberal arts program with an art emphasis 
offered. There is also a three-year interior design cer- 
tificate program offered. Courses in this program can be 
taken as electives also and include: Interior Design 1- 
exterior and interior, Fabric Analysis, Architectural 
Drawing, Introduction: to Design, Art History, Small 
Business Management, Construction and Workroom 
Techniques, Specification Writing for Interior Designers. 

Knowing my personal limitations in art (I flunked finger 
painting in kindergarten) I asked Mr. Keller if any special 
talent was needed in order to do well in the studio courses 
offered. Keller answered. that you don’t have to Know 
any thing - a good imagination is helpful to have going in but 
if-you don’t have one going in, you will almost certainly 
have one coming out. 

Mr. Keller, for his own part, has been interested in art 
since his childhood. He studied privately as a child with 
Mrs. Bartoo who taught art at the Binghamton Public 
Library. Ironically enough, she was the person who per- 
suaded the Roberson family to donate their home as an 
historical monument. Keller also studied at Pratt Institute 
where he was a member of the Art Students League. 

Art is not only a good form of personal relaxation and 
satisfaction. It has many practical uses as well and the job 
market in the field is extensive. The different careers in art 
include set design, interior decorating, teaching, com- 
mercial art, photography, media art, animations for 
educational films, and medical illustrations. Those of us 
who are familiar with Mr. Wager’s biology lectures will 
long remember the explicit illustrations of diseases, many 
of which threatened to turn our stomachs. 

Broome Community College owes a great debt to Mr. 
Keller. Seventeen years ago there were no art courses 
offered at Broome. Through Mr. Keller’s hard work, per- 
sistence, and dedication nineteen art courses have been 
established at B.C.C. and the department is still growing. 

It has been said that a picture is worth a thousand words. 
After seeing Mr. Keller’s, I believe that nothing could be 
more true. Thank You, Mr. Keller, your hard work and 
dedication. It will long be remembered.

Record Reviews

Now that summer is really gone, it’s time to survey the 
market and pick up some albums you might have missed in 
the shuffle of vacations, working and athletic pasttimes. 
JUST ONE NIGHT from Eric Clapton heads the list of 
essentials, followed by the Kinks new live album. 

Clapton’s ‘“‘Tulsa Time” tightly drawn, down home, and 
complete with plinky piano, sets the tone. If you can’t tap 
your foot to this, you’re dead. No riffs no fancy stuff, just 
rock ’n roll at its countrified, electrified best. 

Clapton shows throughout this effort that (1) he’s no 
vocalist but (2) a superb guitarist with a range and 
diversified style to put most others to shame. Admittedly 
this is a “commercial” type album and if you have 
“Promises” and “Slowhand” you've heard it all before. 
Nevertheless, for new fans or for those without the money 
to spare for many records this album is a steal at twice 
what you'll pay. 

In a blues mood when this was recorded, you'll find 
Clapton spacing his fun throughout this record. Well 
produced, this is one of the best “live’’ discs since “‘Love 
You Live” several years ago. The band behind Clapton is 
steady, rhythmic, and talented. Albert Lee in particular 
can give Clapton all he can handle in the improvisation 
department. Probably should give up singing though; Rod 
Stewart he’s not. 

“Lay Down Sally’, and ‘Wonderful Tonight’ are ac- 
ceptable versions of Clapton’s hits, if a bit uninspired. 
“After Midnight” and ‘Blue Power” more than make up 
for that in pure drive. Clapton blows through these two 
songs with all the authority of a man who's been through 
some real musical changes. He plays them straight, hard, 
and fast. 


In “Double Trouble” Clapton shows some real (probably 
very personal) feelings, ‘‘Setting Me Up” features Lee 
vocally and on lead guitar. It is a creditable job with a 
difficult number. Clapton’s back-up on this one is truly 
classic. ‘“Blues Power’’ is lots of fun.

It is easy to make friends with Duduzile Zondo, from 
South Africa. If she is in any of your classes, just walk up to 
her and say ‘‘Hello,”’ and you will be greeted with one of the 
warmest smiles on campus. She will further surprise you 
by speaking English with a very strong British accent! She 
is very pleasant to talk to and very articulate; you will find 
that her nickname is ‘‘DuDu” and that she comes from 
Johannesburg, a very large city in South Africa. 

She enjoys talking about the contrasts between life in the 
United States and her native country; the family structure 
is one in which parental influence is greater. They tend to 
develop larger family groups because of Grandparents and 
perhaps even some aunts and uncles remaining within the 
home. Each has his place in the family, and everyone is 
looking after everyone else; they have some great Easter 
and Christmas Holidays!

Our 
animals are not given hormones to speed up growth, you’d 
be surprised to taste the new flavors if you tried our meat!”

I must admit that when Michael Weintraub first popped 
into the Fulcrum office with his information on the Tae 
Kwon Do championship match, I was a little hesitant. After 
all, what did I know about Tae Kwon Do? However, since 
the championship was being held on October 25 in the 
B.C.C. gymnasium and it was our own Binghamton team 
that was fighting to retain their 1979 North American title, I 
assured Michael that I would be sure to cover the event. 

The 2nd annual North American Tae Kwon Do Cham- 
pionship Match was held by Sang Lee’s Black Belt 
Academy. The goal of Sang Lee, the U.S. National Team 
Coach, and his students was “‘to enlighten the Triple Cities 
to what (according to the last International Olympic 
Committee meeting held July 17th, in Moscow) will be the 
newest addition to the Olympic Games . . . Tae Kwon Do.” 
The match, which was also held to benefit the March 
Dimes, included teams from New York City, Jersey City, 
Rochester, Canada, Mexico, and Binghamton. 

“Tae Kwon Do” is the name of the ancient Korean 
Martial art. It has in the past, suffered obscurity in the 
United States despite its being the most practiced martial 
art (according to the country’s top martial art magazines) 
both here and abroad. Tae Kwon Do is the only member of 
the U.S. Olympic Committee because of its unity and 
organization in the section IV of the A.A.U. of the U.S. 

The home of Sang Lee, Lee’s Black Belt Academy, has 
been the sight for the national Team Training Camp since 
his acceptance of the coach’s position in 1979. The academy, 
located on the Vestal Parkway, has been the training sight 
of the Binghamton Team which hosted the match. Each of 
the invited teams from across North America had five 
fighters, all black belts in Tae Dwon Do. The rules em- 
ployed were the standard AAU and WTF rules used at 
national and international competitions. Each fight was 
three three-minute rounds. A team had to win three out of 
five fights to advance to the next round of draw.

Often there is one major 
national or world event that 
deeply affects our lives. For 
our parents it was either 
World War II or the Korean 
conflict. For many of you, 
perhaps 22 years old or 
older, it was the Vietnam 
War. - 

An event cutting across 
generations was the 
assassination of John F. 
Kennedy. November 22, 1980 
will mark the 17th an- 
niversary of that tragedy in 
Dallas. 

To many college students 
today, the name Kennedy 
may mean only Senator 
Edward ‘“‘Ted’’ Kennedy, the 
fellow who competed with 
Jimmy Carter for the 
Democratic party 
nomination for President. 

Why should the name 
mean anything more? John 
Kennedy was President 
nearly twenty years ago 
when everything was dif- 
ferent. Yet those of us 
around then still remember 
John Kennedy’s style, his 
“‘vigah.”” We know that he 
captured the pride and love 
of most Americans and the 
eventual respect of those 
abroad—even our worst 
enemies. 

It is hard to know if 
historians will rate Ken- 
nedy’s short Presidency as 
great for its achievements. 
Most of his proposals in- 
cluding those concerning 
civil rights and medicare 
were passed in the wake of 
his death with all the 
political muscle the new 
President (Johnson) could 
muster. But Kennedy’s 
Presidency was great in its 
promise and inspiration. 

John Kennedy called us to 
our best. He inspired us to 
commit our lives for the 
Peace Corps, our technology 
to conquer Space, our bodies 
to physical fitness, and our 
sense of ‘‘what’s right”’ to a 
campaign for civil rights and 
equal opportunity. He 
believed in America, and so 
did we. 

Hear are some of his 
words: 

“If an American, because 
his skin is dark, cannot eat 
lunch in a restaurant open to 
the public; if he cannot send 
his children to the best 
school available; if he 
cannot vote for the public 
officials who represent him; 
if in short he cannot enjoy 
the full and free life which all 
of us want, then who among 
us would be content to have 
the color of his skin changed 
and stand in his place? 

Who among us would then 
be content with the counsels 
of patience and delay? One 
hundred years have passed 
since President Lincoln 
freed the slaves, yet their

News flash . . . the Kuwait Soccer Team just 
won by a score of 3-0. The prize—dinner made 


by the defeated team. 


I recently had a personal innerview with one 
of the soccer players from this team, His name 
~ is Mahmoud Abbas. Since I had no real idea 
what soccer is or how it’s played, I asked him to 
just tell me everything he knew about it. 

“Well, first-of all, we don’t call it soccer. It’s 
called football. I don’t know why the U.S. calls 
it soccer. The rest of the world also calls it 
football. In football (American) here, they just 
carry the ball around in their arms. It’s only 
kicked maybe one or two times during the 
game. I like the game but it is very confusing 
when I discuss games with my friends. In 
Kuwait, as in other countries, football is the 
most popular and the most competitive sport. 
We do have others like basketball, and bowling, 
- but no skiing, we don’t have any snow. 


In Kuwait, children are taught to play 
football at an early age. Most are started at the 
age of six, but some start even earlier than that. 
To play football at school is just as important as 
attending your classes. Competition between 
classes is very common. Five or more students 
are chosen from each class to play against each 
other. The winners get prizes. During these 
games, everyone turns up to watch. The 
teachers and even the Dean of the school come 
to see the game. Football is a sport that 
everyone is encouraged to play. 


The game was started in the 1950’s. Clubs 
were organized during the 60’s. That’s when 
they started to play against other teams. In 
Kuwait, there are approximately 15 to 20 clubs. 
I was in one of the clubs (Al-Arabi). I was also 
chosen to play in the Kuwait National team 
under 20 years old. To be chosen for a National 
team, someone from the team will come to your 
teams’ games. He watches all the players. How 
they use the ball, do they work with the team, 
how the player paces himself, etc. The coach 
usually helps with the choice. 


Football isn’t just kicking the ball’ down a 
field and funning after it. It takes a group ef- 
fort. You usually have ten other players on the 
field, besides yourself. You have to share the 
ball with your teammates. You can’t just kick 
the ball. You have to use strategy, technique, 
and skill. Football is a mind game. The coaches 
usually go home with headaches. There are a 
lot of decisions to be made during the game. 
You have to know how, when, and where to kick 
the ball. Another important factor is that you 
have to conserve your energy. A player can’t 

_ run non-stop during the first half, and then just 
watch the second half because he doesn’t have 
_ any energy deft, It takes control.

Football in Kuwait is not professional. It is 
played for a good time. One of the reasons for 
this is because everyone has their work. The 
players don’t get paid a regular salary, and 
there are no contracts. If the team wins, 
everyone gets presents. This usually consists of 
cars, houses, or money. This is encouragement 
to keep playing. Not being professional has its 
setbacks too. Sometimes the guys get lazy and 
say they don’t have to play. You can’t make 
them. You just hope that they have pride in 
your country to want to raise its name higher 
and higher. Being amateur works best in their 
country. Salaries don’t matter, everyone in my 
country is well off. But, if you are a 
professional, say in America, break your leg 
and can’t play anymore—you’re through. Your 
salary is from soccer. You have no other job. 
Meanwhile, the amateur player ge has his 
work which he can turn to. 


In Kuwait, if you play football, you are 
famous. Our population is small and everyone 
knows everyone else. If they don’t, they see you 
on TV, or read about you in the newspaper. 
Suddenly you’re known to everyone. 


The team that plays here in Binghamton is 
made up of students from Kuwait. We started 


‘the team in September of last year: There are 


games almost every weekend. Sometimes we 
play at Broome. Other times we play at SUNY 
or Otseningo park. If none of these places are 
available, we go to some of the high schools 
around here. 


Hornet Hockey

On November 22nd, the Broome Community College 
Hornets ice hockey team will begin their seventh year of 
organized competition and second year of varsity play. The 
team will again be coached by George Higginbottom, a 
former high scoring center for Harvard University, who 
has piloted the team since its inception. The team is made 
up entirely of local skaters, most of whom developed their 
skills in the Southern Tier Hockey Association. Coach 
Higginbottom has yet to recruit players from outside this 
area, because of the obligation he feels to give ice time to 
the local boys, and thereby strengthen- the caliber of 
Binghamton’s hockey. 

The team will be without the four top point producers 
(Gary Gillette, Gary Cole, Gary O’Laughlin, Mike Rusnak) 
from last year’s club; all lost to graduation. Much of the 
scoring slack will be taken up by an exciting defensive 
player named Bob Castro. His skating dexterity and stick 
handling have already helped him toa goal and an assist in 
the team’s recent scrimmage against former Broome 
Hornet players. 

Returning from last year’s team is the wizard of the 
walls, Dave Jucer. ‘“‘When he goes into the corner for the 
puck,’’ says his coach, ‘‘he.comes out with it.’’ He was also 
responsible for almost a goal-a-game average and eleven 
assists. 

The captain of this year’s team will be the swift skating 
Mark Hughes, better known as the lead singer for the rock 
group ‘‘Ukiah”’. The large left winger found the net a dozen 
times last season, and lent a hand on seven other tallies.

Since we’ve been playing, we haven’t lost a 
game yet. There was one game where we were 
tied. Only the best players play on our team. I 
think we would be even better if we practice. 
When we play, we choose captains, pick the 
team, warm up about thirty minutes, and then — 
play. It’s almost impossible to get much 
practice in during the week because of classes 
and studying.” 


I’ve attended a few of these games. The team 
plays against each other, or becomes one team 
if someone else wants to challenge them. There 
are no presents for the winner, but individual 
bets usually help to make the game more in- 
teresting. I leave it to your imagination what 
the bets could be!

Higginbottom has expressed high hopes, and they join the

The defense will be bolstered by the addition of Vestal 
grad Keith Barney. Keith joins Castro, U-E’s ‘‘Scooter’’ — 
Young, and brother Bruce (18 assists) at the blue-line. 

Joe Gennarelli, the standout goaltender for last year’s 
squad, and I flipped through the pages of last year’s 
scorebook. Some of the highlights in the Hornet’s first 
varsity season were victories of 14-3, 16-4, 15-4, and a pair of 
decisions over their cross town rivals at SUNY- 
Binghamton; the first in overtime, the second a shutout. 

“I didn’t play in this game,’’ he said of a 5-3 loss to Morris 
Community College, “I was home watching the Tampa 
Bay-Los Angeles game.” 

‘‘Were you hurt, or are you just a great football fan’’, I 
asked. 

- “Hurt,”’ he replied, “‘just hurt.’’ 

He isn’t hurt now and that should cause a great deal of 
difficulty for opposing coaches. 

Also manning the nets for Broome will be the spirited 
first year goalie Dave Moffitt, who has experience from his 
championship days with the Binghamton Barons, and his 
practice sessions with the AHL Broome Dusters. 

For the present, Coach Higginbottom feels that a strategy 
which emphasizes a close checking defense and very few 
penalties will work best for his club. Perhaps the style of 
hockey which emphasizes a strong offense as a defensive 
tactic will come later when the reconstructed team has had 
time to develop the familiarity among players necessary 
for a strong passing attack. That time will begin at 8:45, 
November 22, in the Chenango Ice Rink. The team invites 
each of you to bundle up and come enjoy an exciting 
Saturday evening of Hornet Hockey.
